As they are a protected 
species, construction cannot 
begin until the fledglings 
have flown. 

Kidderminster Hockey 
Club needs the pitch because 
it was forced to leave its 
home of 25 years at King 
Charles I School, to make 
way for a new football pitch. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council gave the go-ahead 
for an all-weather pitch at 
Stourport Sports Club in 
Kingsway. 

Chairman Chris Long- 
more said the club had the 
use of a pitch at Redhill 
School, Stourbridge. Now 
because of the skylarks, they 
might need it for longer. 

Lesley Fox, community 
development manager for 
Wyre Forest Council and a 
board member at Stourport 
Sports Club, said work had 
been due to start on the new 
pitch in early July. 

That had now been put 
back to September and it 
was likely to be next year 
before the project was com¬ 
pleted.

A SHOPKEEPER in Kidderminster 
was threatened with a meat cleaver 
by three hooded youths who got away 
with £2,000 in cash and cigarettes. 

The raid was just weeks after another shopkeeper in the 
town was threatened with a machete - and now police 
believe the robberies could be linked. 

In the first raid on April 5, two masked thugs burst into 
the BK Minimarket in Hoo Road, Kidderminster, and 


threatened Baldev Singh, 
aged 43, with a machete. 

Then on May 1, raiders 
struck at Offmore Stores in 
Albert Road. 

The terrifying raid hap¬ 
pened just as shop owner 
Jasjit Mann and her 13-year- 
old daughter were getting 
ready to close. 

Three youths burst 
through the door, wielding a 
meat cleaver. They forced 
the teenager to stand behind 
the counter while they 
loaded their haul into a 
carrier bag. 

Mrs Mann, who has 
owned the store for two 
years, was standing inside 
the shop. 

Pushed 

She and her daughter 
were left shaken but unhurt. 

Mrs Mann said they were 
still coming to terms with 
what had happened. 

“I have owned the store 
for two years and nothing 
like this has happened 
before,” she said. 

“We were just getting 
ready to close up for the 
night when these three 
burst through the door. 

“They pushed my daugh¬ 
ter behind the counter. I just 
told them to take whatever 
they wanted. 

“They went straight for 
the money and the ciga¬ 
rettes.” 

Police said they were 
linking the raids and

appealed for anyone with 
information to come 
forward. 

Detectives have issued 
CCTV images of people they 
want to speak to in connec¬ 
tion with the Albert Road 
robbery. 

They hope someone may 
recognise the clothing worn 
by the suspects. 

Officers also want to hear 
from anyone who may have 
seen the raiders fleeing from 
the scene or thinks they 
know who they are. 

Police have carried out 
house to house inquiries and 
are conducting forensic tests 
on a number of items as well 
as trawling the area for 
further CCTV footage.

A KIDDERMINSTER school has 
been graded good with out¬ 
standing features by Ofsted 
inspectors. 

The inspectors found Baxter College was 
rapidly improving, with a good sixth form 
and was “exceptionally” well led and 
managed. 

They described Principal Dave Seddon 
as a dedicated leader and the Habberley 
Road school was graded outstanding in 
leadership, management, and in its capac¬ 
ity for improvement. 

Pupil achievement, quality of teaching 
and behaviour and safety of students were 
all graded as good. 

Lesson observations revealed teaching 
was good with several instances of out¬ 
standing teaching seen, and teachers 
strove hard to raise aspirations. 

Inspectors said: “Student achievement is 
rising quickly, through effective teaching 
and a carefully constructed curriculum 
that gives them plenty of opportunities to 
achieve well.” 

They found that students enjoyed 
lessons and school life, and were “over¬ 
whelmingly supportive” of Baxter. Many 
parents would recommend the school to 
others. 

Inspectors said: “Almost all aspects of 
the school have improved substantially and 
are continuing to do so.” 

Mr Seddon said: “Yes we have done well, 
particularly as the new framework is con¬ 
siderably more demanding, but mediocrity 
will never be an option here and ‘good’ is 
another step towards the world-class 
school we Eire aiming to be.”

Powell’s predictions have not come true 


WITH increasing incredulity I read a 
recent letter extolling the predictive 
accuracy of Enoch Powell’s Rivers of 
Blood speech. 

Despite his scholarly pretentions 
Powell was a bigot and a political 
opportunist, exploiting the real fears of 
ordinary people about jobs and housing 
by scapegoating immigrants, in the 
hope of gaining easy votes. 

The inflammatory imagery of the 
speech I well remember, and how it 
made verbal abuse and physical attacks 
on people of the wrong colour appar¬ 
ently more acceptable. 

But we have not had race riots or the 


interracial conflict he predicted. In fact 
Britain has the most racially mixed 
society in Europe and one of the 
highest rates of interracial marriage in 
the world.

Super-fast broadband brings 
hope for jobs and businesses 


BT’s investment in super-fast 
broadband could create 
thousands of jobs and busi¬ 
nesses in Worcestershire in 
the next 15 years, says a new 
report. 

The report, for BT by Regeneris 
Consulting, predicts the technology is 
capable of contributing hundreds of 
millions pounds to the local economy. 

It will allow existing firms to operate 
more efficiently and to develop new 


products and services and make it 
easier for new businesses to get started 
through increasing use of innovations, 
such as cloud computing. 

The report predicts that over the 
next 15 years BT’s super-fast broad¬ 
band investment could give the 
economy of a typical town a £143 
million* boost, create 225 new jobs and 
140 new start-up businesses. 

For a typical city the figures are 
expected to be £296 million, around 
430 new jobs and 320 business start¬ 
ups.

The report says high-speed technol¬ 
ogy could result in about 1,000 more 
homeworkers in a typical town and 
around 1,500 in a city.

“In the newspaper cutting 
Trooper A (Albert) Potts was my 
uncle (now deceased); Sergeant V 
(Victor) Potts was my father and 
Corporal J (Jack) Potts another 
uncle, also now deceased. 

“Other brothers Wilfred, Joseph 
and Dennis also served. 

“Dennis is the only surviving 
brother now in his 80s, unfortu¬ 


nately I don’t have a photo of him in 
uniform. 

“Imagine how my grandmother 
must have felt with nearly all her 
sons in constant danger. 

“My father was invalided out of 
the army after being hit when the 
tank he was part of the crew of, was 
attacked. 

“I’m sorry the newspaper cutting 
is a bit dishevelled but it is around 
70 years old. 

“The pension note shows my 
dad’s injuries and, by the way, he 
never actually claimed his war 
pension until 1992, four years 
before he died in 1996 when he was 
75 years old. 

“Incidentally, Jack Potts went on 
to reach the rank of captain and 
served all over the world taking his 
wife and children with him. 

“I hope this makes interesting 
reading and it helps to keep my 
father’s memories and the family’s 
alive.”

A BLACK COUNTRY freight 
business launched eight 
years ago is set to create 200 
jobs over the next five years. 

Pallet-Track has grown from employ¬ 
ing just seven in January 2004 to 200 at 
its 267,000 sq ft hub at Millfields Road, 
Ettingshall. 

Managing director and founder Nigel 
Parkes said his business had trebled in 
size since moving to its Titan Distribu¬ 
tion Centre in 2008. 

“We bucked the trend during the 
recession as well. From 2008 to 2009 we 
grew by 14 per cent,” he said. 

Group turnover has grown from 
£600,000 in 2004 to £70m this year. 

Mr Parkes, aged 42, said Pallet-Track 
employed more than 3,500 across the 
country at its depots which have grown 
from 46 in 2004, to 75. 

“The number employed at our head¬ 
quarters will grow from 200 over the 
next five years to at least double - and 
that is at a conservative estimate,” he 
said.

The Wolverhampton hub operates 
Monday to Friday, coming alive at night 
with lorries pouring in from all over the 
country. 

“Last year we invested £l.lm in 
buying a fleet of 40 custom-made fork¬ 
lift trucks for the distribution centre 
from Linde,” added Mr Parkes, 

The Wolverhampton hub is at 80 per 
cent capacity and Pallet-Track is 
already looking at future options. 

“Whatever happens, we will retain a 
presence in the Black Country,” Birm¬ 
ingham-born Mr Parkes pledged.

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People 
flee flats 
in blaze 
drama 

PEOPLE fled their homes 
and watched a neighbour 
leap from a window as a 
blaze threatened to engulf 
their properties in Kidder¬ 
minster. 

The drama started when a 
car parked just feet from 
from Melzer House in Queen 
Street, burst into flames.

The young woman he lives 
with was going to jump. We 
told her to go back and put 
some shoes on and come 
down the stairs, which she 
did.” 

The car was gutted and 
firemen say that, although 
the cause has not been 
established, arson is sus¬ 
pected. 


Fast food really had to be so 
in the days of coaching inns

We all presume the takeaway is a modern invention, but it was on our 
streets more than 200 years ago. SAM BADGER, who won the Wolver¬ 
hampton History Symposium with her study into fast food, explains 


FOOD, inglorious food! We tend 
to think of fast food as an Ameri¬ 
can concept from the 1950s. 

But there has long been a need to buy food 
that is ready, and quick to eat. 

Britain might not have given the world 
fine dining but we were definitely responsi¬ 
ble for the sandwich! 

If we look at Wolverhampton from 1800 
onwards we can see that, far from a modern 
phenomenon, fast food has been a high 
street commodity from a surprisingly early 
date. 

Two hundred years ago Wolverhampton 
was a major coaching centre. In the days 
before railways, and before much of the 
industrialisation that characterised the 
area, travellers’ needs shaped the town. 

A stone’s throw from the Roman London 
to Holyhead Road, Wolverhampton, was an 
important stop en route to every part of the 
kingdom. Dudley Street was the centre of 
the coaching trade, boasting no fewer than a 
dozen public houses. 

Needed 

There were other important coaching 
inns in the city at High Green (Queen 
Square), Cock Street (Victoria Street) and 
North Street. In the 1820s, the Lion in 
North Street dealt with 20-30 coaches per 
day. Twenty years before, a young Princess 
Victoria had made her first journey to 
Wolverhampton, when her coach stopped 
briefly at the Lion on its way to Holyhead. 

While some coaches just changed horses 
or drivers, hundreds of travellers needed to 
eat - and if ever food had to be fast, it was 
during the days of the stage coach. 

Passengers stopped at each stage for only 
half an hour, and the food on offer usually 
included beef steaks, mutton chops, veal 
cutlets or ham and eggs (hence the name 
“chop houses” often applied to inns). 

Landlords were often suspected of delay¬ 
ing their service so paying guests had no 
time to eat anything. The days of the stage 


coach were numbered with the advent of the 
railways. Restaurants were established at 
both the high and low level stations, and the 
centre of Wolverhampton ceased to serve as 
such a service station. 

The railways brought other benefits. Sea 
fish, once an expensive rarity in the Mid¬ 
lands, became widely available. In early 
times, fish had been transported in barrels 
of sea water but often turned putrid. 

Most people ate only freshwater fish, 
while the poor ate vast quantities of red her¬ 
rings or kippers. The railways meant fish 
arrived fresh in the towns and cities. 

However, in a time before refrigeration, it 
would not remain so for long. A visitor to 
Wolverhampton in the 1840s noted that 
fishmongers on the town’s market could be 
smelled long before they were seen. 

So the fish and chip trade that developed 
in the 1860s was partly in response to the 
need to dispose of stock that was “on the 
turn”. Frying arrested the process of decay 


making old fish palatable. It could be sold at 
a profit to the workers in the rapidly 
expanding cities and towns. 

Wolverhampton’s population increased 
eight-fold between 1800 and 1900, and 
enterprising sorts seized the opportunity to 
provide them with ready-made foods. Street 
vendors and established traders also took 
advantage of the crowds that came to see 
football and horse racing. 

Horrific 

Fish and chip shops flourished in the 
industrial areas and poorer residential 
streets. Fish was fried in brew houses and 
kitchens and sold on. 

Confectioners produced sweet and 
savoury pies, and street vendors and market 
traders sold cooked foods in the open adr in 
horrific conditions that were barely regu¬ 
lated until the middle of the 20th century. 

In 1900, a penny lick ice cream was served 
in a glass by street vendors. The customer 
licked the glass clean and returned it to the 


vendor, who promptly refilled it and offered 
it to another customer! This was eventually 
outlawed (not least because it spread tuber¬ 
culosis) and edible cones were used. 

During the 20th century, opportunities to 
eat out became more diverse. Music halls 
and cinemas served food, while stores like 
Beatties developed their own restaurants 
and cafes after the First World War. Coffee 
bars and milk bars served hot drinks and 
snacks, and workers’ canteens sprang up at 
some of the big industrial firms. 

Between the wars, many outlets opened 
seven days a week, like the Lyons tea shop 
on Queen Square, and until quite late at 
night, such as Beatties, which was open 
until 10pm. 

After the pubs finished serving, the fish 
and chip shop was king, until the advent of 
more exotic cuisine after the Second World 
War, much of which stemmed from our 
imperial heritage. First Chinese and then 
Indian restaurants appeared. 

They soon drew an enthusiastic clientele - 
not least because many of these new restau¬ 
rants had licences allowing the customer to 
carry on drinking - and have remained part 
of our fast food culture today.

Giant wind farm silos begin turbine trek 


TWO huge metal silos that will 
be used to create off-shore 
wind farms across the globe 
have left the Midlands on the 
back of specialist lorries. 

Kingswinford-based Pressvess has 
completed a £200,000 contract to 
create the two silos. 

And the metal cylinders, measuring 
more than 30ft in length and lift in 
diameter, have now left the site. 

Their departure marks the end of 
the month-long project. 

They were taken from the firm, in 
Stallings Lane, aboard specialist 
lorries due to their size and weight. 
Each silo can contain 100-tons of 
One of the silos leaves the Pressvess factory in Stallings Lane, Kingswinford cement and will be installed aboard 



ships used for the construction of large 
off-shore wind turbines. 

They have been painted a distinctive 
sky blue colour and weigh more than 
18 tons. 

The firm, based in Stallings Lane, 
was contracted to create the containers 
by construction company Foundocean. 

Concrete 

After leaving the company, the silos 
will now be taken to Aberdeen and will 
then be transported to the construc¬ 
tion ships. 

They will be permanently installed 
to the boats so a large supply of con¬ 
crete is available to crews working on 
the turbines at all times. 

Pressvess spokesman Tom Mason 
said that the company was very proud 


of the work which it had done on the 
silos. 

“It is great to think work we have 
created here in the Black Country will 
be going out across the globe to work 
on projects of this type,” he said. 

“These silos are very large and it has 
taken around a month to manufacture 
them. 

“We were recommended to Foundo¬ 
cean by another customer of ours and 
we were delighted to work on a project 
of this kind.” 

Mr Mason said it was the third envi¬ 
ronmental project the firm had been 
involved in. 

It has created a stainless steel water 
wheel and kilns for other projects.

Three Short Works, Birmingham Royal Ballet, 
Crescent Theatre, Birmingham 

BIRMINGHAM Royal Ballet’s contribution to its home 
city’s international dance festival was a triple bill that 
showed the breadth of ballet, danced to music from clatter¬ 
ing drum ‘n’ bass to cool jazz via romantic piano pieces. 

BRB dancer and Warwickshire native Kit Holder 
expanded his dazzling Printer Jam duet, first seen last year, 
into a 20-minute ballet 9-5 charting a bad day at the office. 
Holder’s choreography was dynamic and witty. The busi¬ 
ness suited male and female dancers twirled and sped along 
on office chairs in a power game over the office new boy and 
girl. Samara Downs was exceptional as the aggressive 
harpie-like female boss. 

Inventive 

In contrast, another new commission Lyric Pieces is a 
romantic work drawing on Nordic folklore, danced to piano 
pieces by Edvard Grieg (pianist Jonathan Higgins was 
excellent). American choreographer Jessica Lang’s ballet is 
also highly inventive with the dancers creating their own 
scenery whilst performing by using rolls of black corrugated 
paper. Perfect timing saw environments morph and form 
around the dancers, which included an elegant dance by 
Yvette Knight and a delightful one by Maureya Lebowitz. 

The company’s director David Bintley left his mark on 
the evening with a revival of Take Five, his short jazz ballet 
to the music of the Dave Brubeck Quartet. The dancers 
expressed the cool finger-snapping sounds in movement 
inspired by 1950s and 60s dance (think West Side Story or 
Young Generation), enhanced by costumes from the era. It 
was Bintley at his audience-pleasing best and the combina¬ 
tion of BRB principals Elisha Wills and Robert Parker in the 
Two Step was captivating.

Orlando 


THE ARRIVAL of Chevrolet’s Orlando brings a 
new vehicle into the market place for the hard 
working family who needs a vehicle to be a 
Jack of all trades, writes Bob Hickman. 

The family market up until now has been dominated by 
perhaps the Renault Scenic and Ford Galaxy but the arrival 
of Chevrolet’s seven-seater Orlando has thrown down the 
gauntlet to these manufacturers with a vehicle that has a 
perfect mix of bold, brash, slab-like styling and new innova¬ 
tive design features. 

With a choice of three engines and three trim levels the 
Orlando could be the vehicle that is an option for you if you 
have a large family or if your family is such that you need 
the bigger style of vehicle but also this vehicle has a trick up 
its sleeve because by dropping the seats it gives you a gigan¬ 
tic amount of space. There is 1,499 litres of space when all 
the rear seats are dropped; this is almost a transit van 
capacity. 

The exterior appearance of the Orlando may not be to 
everyone’s taste, I can see a lot of American influence and 
let’s face it Chevrolet is an American muscle car company. 
It is a squared off solid chunky looking exterior and this 
translates in to an interior that is huge and is one of the 
Orlando’s assets. 

There is room for adults in all of the seats even the very 
back row of the seats could accommodate grownups for a 
reasonable journey; I concede headroom is at a premium but 
the seats are actually more than just for small children. 

I like the interior, because this is the important area of 
the Orlando and where it is going to score over the compe¬ 
tition. The amount of manoeuvrability and flexibility that 
the seats have is excellent, the middle and outer rows slide 
backwards and forwards, the absolute rear most seats drop 
away to give you excellent boot space both rows drop out of 
sight to give massive amount of luggage space. 

I like the way the two rear rows are elevated slightly, 
Chevrolet suggest that it is like a theatre set-up but it does 
make for life in rear seats that much better and if it is going 
to ensconce the children they will absolutely love it. 

Performer 

There is a choice of three engines, one petrol and two 
diesels, the 1.8-litre petrol which was fitted to my test 
vehicle produces marginally over 140 bhp, and is sufficient 
to give a top speed of 115 mph and the C02 emissions at 172 
this vehicle is not going to fit in to the cheaper excise cate¬ 
gory, Chevrolet suggest 39 mpg may be achievable. The 
petrol engine in my derivative was equipped with a 5-speed 
gearbox and whilst the engine was never one to ignite a fire 
it proved to be a satisfactory performer. 

The diesel options are both 2-litre but have been tuned 
slightly differently to give different power characteristics, 
so there is a choice between 160 bhp and 130 bhp. Both of 
these are reasonable in the economy situations, the 160 bhp 
for example should give a 47 mpg reading. 

The three trim levels are badged as LS, LT and LTZ. On 
a vehicle of this type you want to be reassured that the 
vehicle is going to be safe in the event of an accident and a 
lot of technology has gone into the design, the body struc¬ 
ture has been built using very high strength steel to create 
a passenger safety cage that will cocoon you in the event of 
an incident. There are six air bags, twin at the front and in 
addition side and curtain air bags are included. 

Chevrolet have taken the step of introducing crash sensor 
technology, basically what this means that if the vehicle is 
involved in am accident the doors will automatically unlock 
due to the on-board detection system and this could be a 
very, very useful feature for the emergency services. 

At the end of the day it is all about choices when you come 
to buy your new car, but certainly the Chevrolet Orlando 
gives you an awful lot of options, it has the facility to accom¬ 
modate seven people, to be a luggage carrier, and workhorse 
by dropping down seats. 

I am particularly impressed by Chevrolet’s reliability, 
there is a tempting five year promise of an unlimited war¬ 
ranty which is transferable, but without doubt one of the 
biggest features and one really worth high consideration is 
the cost implication with prices starting at just marginally 
of £16,000 and topping out at just over £23,000 the Orlando 
makes a lot of sense when you consider what you are getting 
for that hard earned pound that you are spending. 
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With two rows of seats folded the Orlando offers a 
massive 1,499 litres of storage space
